VA Proclamation concerning Buildings 
in, and about London. 


Hereas We, by diuers Our Royal Proclamations yet in force, haue 
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take the better effect, wee doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command, not onely the Matos and She- 
riffes of the city of London, and all and ſinguler Juſtites ofpeace, and other Officers, within the ex- 
tent of Our fozmer Pzeclamations and Commiſſion, to exetute and perfozme all and euerything, 
which dy the layd fozmer Pzoclamations they ate commanded to doe, but alſo all, and euerythe Ab 
dermen of the ſeuerall wards, within the laid tity of London, and their Deputtes, That they, andeue- 
ry of them, in their reſpectine Wards and Pzecincts, doe diligently obſerue, and enquire out all of 
fences, which are, oꝛ ſhall be tommitted, tontrarie to the ſaid fozmer Pzoclamations, and take 
pꝛeſent oꝛder foꝛ the ſpeedierefozmationand amendment thereof, oꝛ in caſe of retuſall. oz Ineg⸗ 
lect, after ſuch ozder, oꝛ dut monition , tocertGe the ſame , either to the Lozds of Our Pzime 
Countell, oꝛ to Our Commiſſioners toꝛ Bulldings, tos further courle to be taken, foz refozmation of 
the offence , and puniſhment of the delinquents, as to iuſtite ſhall appertaine, vpon paine, that the 
ſaid Aldermen and their Deputtesbeingremiſſe, ſhall inturre Our indignation, and ſuch fenere pu⸗ 


nichment, as the neglect of this Pur Royallcommandement ſhall deſerue.
